Dinkier, speaking at the Yale Div inity Scho o l, said that 
new studies o f the g o spels and o f the recently -disco v ered 


apo ehry phal g o spel o f Tho mas, co mbined with archaeo lo g i­ 
cal study , g iv e no indicatio n o f Peter’s selectio n by Christ 
and no indicatio n that Christ intended to fo rm a church. 
The new Thomas manu scrip t, in fact, he said, des­ 
ignates James the Ju st, b eliev ed b y some to b e Jesu s’ 
b rother, as Christ’s chosen heir. 
Bu t, Dinkier said, “ He neither intended to fou nd a 
chu rch as an organization, nor was He concerned in a new 
religion. He p rop hesied only the mighty coming of God’s 
kingdom, b u t not in an ou tlined p ictu re with ap ocaly p tic 
colors.”

The Committee has prepared a 5-pronged 
proposal for city and county officials. Of tup 
interest and importance is a suggestion that 
ail new homes and buildings in the county 
be required to have built-in shelters from 
nuclear bomb fallout.

This would be a far-reaching move, affect­ 
ing all future homeowners, builders and c om ­ 
m ercial property developers. But the county 
m ust be a w a re that the 
existing 
SAC 
air 
base and the complex of intercontinental m is­ 
sile launching sites under construction m a k e s 
this 
one of the nation's 
prim e targets 
in 
the event of a nuclear war. 
E xpe rts agree that fallout from rad ioac­ 
tive bombs would be at least as devastating 
as the incredible explosion itself. T here is 
little protection against a nuclear blast but 
conventional hom es and buildings 
can be 
modified, at a slight portion of the total cost 


of construction, to give protection against fall­ 
out. 
A few homes in Lincoln recently have in­ 
corporated fallout shelters. This shows c om ­ 
m endable. but rare, foresight. P erhaps more 
of this type of planning could be done volun­ 
tarily in the future.

Fax C liaim es to D isc o u r ag e S lu m s 


Slum a r e a s have long been a curse to m a ny 
large A m erican cities. Some ot those cities 
a r e now look ing to tax laws to help prevent 
a nd c lear slums, The National Association of 
Housing and R edevelopm ent Officials finds. 


Cook County (Chicago), Illinois will begin 
revaluing slum properties based on the great 
profits they bring in. The assessor estimated 
som e valuations will be jumped as much as

N ew York is also using a tax techniq ue to 
encourage rehabilitation. Real estate taxes on 
im prove m e nts of multiple dwellings are ex­ 
e m p t for 12 y ears and fast amortization is pe r­ 
mitted. This ha s n’t proved fool proof how­ 
ever, as som e owners parlay ed the tax aid in­ 
to rent increases, driving out old tenants and 
e arning unusual profits. 
Kansas City, on the other hand, has con­ 
trolled profits while giving tax a b a te m e nt for 
urban redevelopm ent. F or the first 10 y ears 
after building, taxes on redevelopment are 
b a se d on assessed value of the site before im ­ 
provem ent; for the next 15 years, on 50G of 
the assessed valuation with im provem ents; 
then full share. But during the tax rebate per­ 
iod profit is limited to 8G. 
Boston has negotiated special tax a r r a nge ­ 
ments for redevelopm ent involving middle-in- 
com e housing by a private corporation, a huge 
downtown hotel, a 52-storv office building and 
convention hall. The builder corporation will 
lease land after public clearance and pay an 
annual ground rent and an “ income” tax eq ual 
to present tax income The city is guaranteed 
enough return to retire the bonds financing 
its share of cle a ra nce and the builder is pro­ 
tected against tax rises.

Nor are property taxes designed to make 


slums unprofitable peculiar to American cities. 
This method is now used b> New Zealand, 
Australia, parts of Canada. South Africa and 
other countries. A joint I .S.-Brilish-C anadian 
study group reported last y ear that in nearly 
every case the switch to this ty pe of property 
tax was successful.

Lincoln lias no serious slum problem, but 
there is a growing d e m a nd for urban renewal. 
And the City Council has been ask ed to pro­ 
vide either private or public housing lor low 
income groups. Thus it is not too early to 
study the success of these tax plans in other 
cities. 


D efence of Suicide 


The Church of E ngland has consistently 
held atte m pte d suicide to be a violation of 
Christian ethics, and indeed a crim e, lik e any 
other m urd er. Now com es word of a study 
that maintains there are honorable exceptions 
to this theory. 


The shadow of the latest wars is visible 
am ong these, such as the a rgum e nt that a 
prisoner of w a r facing a thre a t of b rainw ash­ 
ing might well he perm itted to evade it by 
self-destruction. The sa m e charity is offered 
to virgins facing one of the oldest crim es 
against women, and to anyone who will vol­ 
untarily accept m a rty rd om “ for the gre a te r 
glory of God.” 
The Archbishop of C anterbury m ade it plain 
that these conclusions a ren't necessarily those 
of the Church of England, hut are the views 
of 5 persons who m ade the study. There will 
always 
he 
those 
who 
cannot 
endure 
the 
thought ot any change in the status quo of 
their church. It will be interesting to follow 
the progress of this study toward acceptance 
in its entirety.

If the United States has the kind of leader­ 
ship it wants and deserves, politics should 
never becom e exclusively a rich m an’s gam e. 
Even in Nebraska it takes a lot of money for 
a ny man to get the nomination and election 
to a congressional seat or as governor. 


If a voting m an wants to choose politics as 
his career, he must start early to build a 
na m e that is familiar to the people of the 
state. Some start at the local level, work ing 
their way up step by step. Others work in 
state-wide organizations, us­ 
ing offices in these as 
a for­ 
um to express views 
and 
win friends. 
These a re definite helps, 
but cannot be a substitute for some folding 
money when the political hopeful goes out to 
seek a state office. In the prim a ry , if his 
chances look good he can expect donations 
from special interest groups and friends. 


Here lies one of the weaknesses of our dem o­ 
crat ic processes—too often donors e :.w . s *- 
cial privileges.

pect at ion it none reacted un­ 
favorably to fluorides. 
Thousands of people in Lin­ 
coln do not need fluorides to 
prevent 
tooth 
decay. 
Other 
thousands will be conscient­ 
ious objectors to being forced 
to tak e medicine on a “ m a ss 
m ed ic a tion” regimen. Objec­ 
tion 
m a y 
be 
on 
religious 
grounds. I can think of sev eral 
sects whose m e m b e r s a re op­ 
posed to tak ing medicine. 
P e rha ps other drugs, c he m ­ 
icals 
and 
other 
substances 
m a y eventually he considered 
good for most of us, and. if 
so, somebody is sure to sug­ 
gest that we add them to our 
w a te r supply. 
Some proponents of fluori­
